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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to the amendment filed July 13, 2009. Claims 99, 103 
have been cancelled. Claims 41, 94, 100, 104 have been amended. All of the 
amendments have been thoroughly reviewed and entered. The previous rejections in 
the Office action mailed on 3/17/09 are withdrawn in view of the amendments. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .31 2.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Applicant's representative Jeremy Jay on November 10, 2009. 

Claims have been amended as follows. 

Claim 41 . (Currently Amended) A method of preparing dual specificity T 
lymphocytes comprising: 

( i ) contact i ng T l ymphocyt e s i n a popu l at i on of T l ymphocy e s ox vivo w i th a c ell that i s 
a ll og e n ei c to on e or mor e T l ymphocyt e s wh e r ei n th e a ll og e n ei c c ell i s s ele ct e d from th e 
group cons i st i ng of d e ndr i t i c c ell s, B l ymphocy e s and p e r i ph e ra l b l ood mononuc le ar 
c ell s (PBMCs), wh e r ei n contact i ng T l ymphocyt e s w i th th e a ll og e n ei c c ell s ele cts and 
sp e c i f i ca ll y amp li f ie s, from th e popu l at i on of T l ymphocyt e s, T 
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l ymphocyt e s compr i s i ng a T c ell r e c e ptor that i s r e act i v e w i th th e a ll og e n ei c 
c ell ; and 

(i) contacting a population of T lymphocytes ex vivo with an allogeneic cell 
selected from the group consisting of dendritic cells, B lymphocytes and peripheral 
blood mononuclear cells (PBMCs), wherein contacting T lymphocytes with the 
allogeneic cell selects and specifically amplifies T lymphocytes comprising a T cell 
receptor that is reactive with the allogeneic cell: and 

(ii) transducing the T lymphocytes comprising the T cell receptor reactive with the 
allogeneic cell with a chimeric receptor gene, said gene encoding a chimeric fusion 
receptor between a single chain antibody that recognizes a tumor antigen and a T cell 
receptor capable of triggering T cell receptor signal transduction, which is reactive with 

a tumor antigen, to produce dual specificity T lymphocytes, wherein the dual specificity 
T lymphocytes generate an anti-tumor immune response in vivo. 
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In claim 94, the phrase -- said transducing -- was inserted before "comprising" in 

line 1. 

In claim 104, the phrase - said contacting -- was inserted before "comprising" in 

line 1.
